At the conclusion, their Majesties, re- 
peatedly acknowledged their enthusiastic reception. 

“God Save the King,” was sung at the commencement and the con- 
clusion of the performance, and ‘‘ Rule Britannia,” at the conclusion 
of F the Opera, by command of the audience.
